Some of the contributors to the fund 
suggested yesterday that an effort be 
made to sell the meat to some one of the 
European governments for army use. 
They said they would like to get their 
money back. Only $1,300 actually was 
raised in cash, the remainder being 
pledges of from $25 to $500. 

Those who only “ pledged " contribu- 
tions are chuckling and congratulating 
themselves that they were not raught “ 
with those who paid. Henry J. Patten, 
president of the Geographic society, is 
chairman of the « mmittee. 

Henry M. Hu made the meat pur- 
chases. One source of satisfaction to 
the promoters is that Mr. Hubbard pre- 
vailed upon Libby, McNeill & Libby to 
take back all the provisions which had 
not been paid for. 


Special Tins Made. 

This reduced the quantity to about

Russia Reports Successes. 

PETROGRAD, via London, Sept. 15.— 

The general staff has issued an announce- 
ment as follows: 
Russian troops are progressing along 
the lower stretches of the San river with- 
out meeting resistance from the defeated 
enemy, who continues to retreat. After 
having occupied Grodek, sixteen miles 
west of Lemberg, and reached Mosciska, 
thirty-seven miles south by west of Lem- 
berg, the Russians find themselves with- 
in a single days march of Pryemysi.

ROME, wie Paris, Sept. 15.—An Aus- 
trian official communication recetved 
here today gives denial to reports of 
Russian victories over the Austrians and 
asgerte that about 100,000 Russian pris- 
oners and nearly 500 cannon have been 
captured by the. Austrians. 
The Tribuna’s Petrograd correspondent 
declares it is reported in the Russian 
capital that the Austrians have lost 70 
per cent of their total effective available 
troops, including 250,000 men taken pris- 
oners by the Russians and Servians. 

The dispatch adds that Austria is with- 
drawing her forces to protect Vienna and 
Budapest. 0 

It is offictally admitted in Trieste, Aus- 
tria, that 15,000 soldiers from Trieste and 
Trent, mostly Italians, have been killed 
in the Galician batles.

Allies Seek fo 
Subdue Germany 
Before a Peace 


Kaiser’s Foes Not Ready 
fo End War Except on 
the Most Harsh Terms. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNG.] 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—French reports 

from America of peace talk coming from 
Oscar Straus and Count von Bernstorff 
do nothing more here than serve to ac- 
centuate the fact that the allies are not 
willing to make peace at this time. They 
might entertain a formal proposition of 
peace, but only on terms which Germany 
could not accept. Germany’s view can- 
not be learned, but the attitude of the 
allies, based on available information, is 
here set forth: 

Britain, it is learned on high authority, 
wants this war to bring to an end the race 
for armed superiority. It also wants to 
eliminate the German competition for 
mastery of the seas, so that England 
may cut down its own fleet and end the 
mad rush for naval supremacy. 


Wants German Fleet Dismantled. 

If the war ends in favor of the allies, it 
will be England's demand that Germany's 
fleet be dismantled whether it has come 
out to fight in the meantime or not. 

It is England's belief, as expected by 
numerous Officials, that there is no hope 
of lasting European peace unless Ger- 
many is thoroughly whipped. Militarism, 
pie ig said, must be eliminated in Europe 

and in this respect Germeny, te the Eng- 
‘Yah mind. represents militeriem. It is 
becoming obvious that if Germany is 
whipped the allies Will see to it that her 


influence is crushed. 


Belgium, it is said, will make a demand 
for territory; in addition to an indemnity 
tax. This is not official, but a high au- 
thority states that the growing feeling 
among the Belgian populace probably will 
force a not unwilling government to make 
demands for slices of Germany's Rhine 
provinces. 

France Seeks Alsace-Lorraine. 

Then France will want Alsace-Lorraine 
and possibly more. Russia will demand 
Poland. Italy and Servia will want cer- 
tain provinces of Austria, while Den- 
mark will ask for Schleswig- Holstein. 

These peace terms are now, of course, 
academic, but in view of the allies’ suo- 
cesses recently there are many who se- 
cretly are considering what the demands 
on Germany should be. 


PEACE EXPECTED SOON. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—Offictals 
of the Washington government and dip- 
lomatists revealed today a feeling of ex- 
pectancy that within another day or two 
Emperor William would reply to the in- 
formal peace inquiry made by the United 
States a week ago. 

Officials expect a definite answer to- 
morrow or Thursday, making allowances 
for the time necessary for the ambassa- 
dor to get in communication through the 
German foreign office with the emperor, 
who is at the front. 

Administration officials are clinging to 
the hope that the answer of the German 
government may open the way for fur- 
ther discussion with Great Britain, 
France, and Russia of peace terms. 

In the meantime President Wilson, it 
became known today, had made no reply 
to the messages from Emperor William 
and President Poincare of France relat- 
ing to the use of dumdum bullets in the 
war,

Attempt Will Be Made 
to Cut Line and Iso- 
late Crown Prince. 


MAY FIGHT AT SEDAN 


{By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

PARIS, Sept. 15.—The great battle 
of the Marne has been succeeded by 
maneuvering by which the opposing 
forces hope to gain the advantage in 
position for the huge contest which will 
start within a few days and which may 
prove the crisis of the campaign in 
Frante. 

Gen. Von Kluck, commander of the 
right wing of the German army, has 
made a stand in a strongly entrenched 
position north of the river Aisne on a 
line marked by the forests of ]’Aigle and 
Craonne. This information does away 
with the reports received today that this | 
taxes had been surrounded and captured. 

The maln German forces under Gen- 
erals Von Buelow and Von Hausen, the 
Duke of Wuertemberg, and Crown 
Prince Frederick Wilhelm of Germany 
stretch along the river Aisne to the hills 
behind Reims and then north to Verdun. 


GROUND AID TO GERMANS. 
Thus the German army, although it 
has lost heavily in its retreat, still re- 
tains cohesion, and the whole line offers 
better opportunities for defense than any 
ground held by the invaders since their 
retrograde movement began ten days 
ago. 
Their right extendt as far west as 
St. Quentin and before the whole line 
there is a vast district of heavily wooded 
and hilly land, intersected by rivers and 
smaller streams which will ambarrass 
the allies in their advance. 
Some military experts are of the opin- 
ion that the Germans will offer their next 
big resistance on the Meuse and that 
another battle of Sedan will be fought. 


FORCES ARE NEARLY EQUAL. 
It is expected the battle will be even 
greater than that on the Marne It is 
pointed out, however, that the struggle 
must be a frontal one from the German 
side, while the allies occupy positions 
from which an enveloping movement 
can be effected. 

The strength of the respective forces 
engaged is believed to be almost equal, 
It is argued, however, that the allies pos- 
sess the advantage of prestige, which 
has been increased since they repulsed 
the Germans on the east of Paris. 

The allies also command the railroads, 
which enable them to bring reiaforce- 
ments. This the Germans are not in a 
position to do, it is thought, owing to the 
activity of Belgians in keeping several 
German army corps engaged since tak- 
ing the offensive from Antwerp. 


HOPE TO ISOLATE PRINCE. 

While no official information will be 
given on the subject, it seems that the 
chief object of the present movement of 
the allies is to break through the right 
center of the German line and get be- 
tween the army of the erown prince and 
those operating to the west of him. 

If they succeed in this movement they 
will cut off the German control of the 
roads and railways running north from 
Rethel to the Belgian frontier and east- 
ward to Luxemburg and Metz in Lor- 
raine. 

Failure of this attack means that the 
Germans, by bringing the army of the 
crown prince of Bavaria more into line, 
will present a solid front covered on 
their left wing by their own fortress of 
Metz. 


FORTS PERIL TO PRINCE. 

The position of the crown prince's 
army, which forms the pivot of the 
change of front forced upon the enemy 
by the allies’ success, is precarious, ac- 
cording to the opinion expressed in official 
and military circles here.

ENEMY ADVANCING ON 


OF INVADER 


Germans Assert 
Lines Are Holding. 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—A dispatch 
to the Reuter Telegram Co., from 
Berlin, coming by way of Amster- 
dam, gives the following statement 
of the German headquarter’s staff; 
timed 9:00 P. M., Tuesday evening: 

“The battle which has been con- 
tinuing for the last two days on the 
right wing of our western army ex- 
tends to the eastern armies in the 
neighborhood of Verdun. 

„Until now the Germans have 
been partly successful in some parts 
of the extended battlefield.

GIVES INTERVIEW 


Declares Another Month of 
Destruction and Country 
Would Be a Desert.

Any other incident might have served 
as well. To the knowledge of his ma-

“The king recalled to me how he had 
been driven to the conclusion that a new 
and perilous spirit had gained ascendency 
in Berlin and that an attack on the part 
of Germany was to be expected about 
eighteen months ago. 

“Things suddenly changed for the 
worse and the situation became alarming.

Tells of Carnage at Lublin. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from Petro- 
grad says: 

The flercest fighting of all that which 
preceded the Russian victory at Lublin 
was in a gorge near the village of Miko- 
laiff, which the Russian soldiers rev- 
erently named the Valley of Death.’ 
The gotge was full of dead men, lying 
in heaps, according to a soldier who 
reached here today. ‘ When weattacked 
at 3 o'clock in the morning,’ he said, 
the gorge contained 15,000 Austrians, a 
large proportion of whom were mowed 
down dy the artillery fire which plowed 
through the valley in the darkness. The 
Austrians surrendered and we entered 
the gorge to receive their arms, while 
their general stood on a hill watching 
the scene. Eight of his standards being 
turned over to the Russians was more 
than he could bear, for he drew &@ pistol 
and shot himself.. 


Austrian Officials Anxious, 

VIENNA, via Paris, Sept. 15.—The news 
of Russia's increasingly victorious occu- 
pation of eastern Galicia is exercising a 
depressing influence in Austro-Hungarian 
official circles and among tl.e more intelli- 
gent classes of the monarchy, but up to 
the present time the mass of the people 
seem credulously willing to accépt as 
satisfactory the meager official bulletins 
given out by the authorities. They wel- 
come eageriv any report which seems 
half way encouraging. 
That anxiety is felt in higher circles, 
however, is manifested by the long audi- 
ences the ministers of the dual monarchy 
are holding conetantly at Schoenbrunn 
with Emperor Francis Joseph. 


Emperor Holds Conferences. 
Last Saturday the emperor received 
Count von Berchtold, the minister of for-

Red Cross Resources Taxed, 

The resources of the Hea Cross are being 
taxed to the uttermost and all classes of 
society are rendering aid. Mrs. Frederic 
C. Penfleld, wife of me American ambas- 
sador, has organized a corps of Red Cross 
workers in the embassy. Already she has 
Sent over 100,000 bandages to Red Cross 
headquarters. 

Thousands of Galician Poles, chiefly 
Jews, are in Vienna without means of 
support and are forced to beg for food and 
shelter. The Hebrew charitable societies 
are doing all they can to sucoor their un- 
fortunate coreligionists. Free meals on a 
generous scale are dispensed daily. 


New Levy Causes Misgivings. 

The public apprehension that ail has 
not been going well with Austria is evi- 
denced by a military decree, issued under 
the laws providing for the national de- 
fense, calling upon youths born in 1804 
to join the army for home defense. Under 
ordinary circumstances these young men 
would not have been summoned to the 
colors until next spring. 

Men born in 1882 and 1893 have up to 
the present time been rejected when ap- 
pearing for enrollment; now they have 
been ordered to join the army. It ia inti- 
mated further that they may be called to 
active service within a short time. 


RUSSIA ADMITS CHECK. 

New York, Sept. 15.—Col. Nicolai Gole- 
jewski, military attache to the Russian 
embassy, tonight made public an official 
statement received from the Russian war 
office at Petrograd, as follows: 

From Aug. 28 to Sept. 10 the Germans 
shifted strong reinforcements into east 
Prussia and began an advance through 
the Mazur lake region. The enemy, push- 
ing forward his right wing, was prepar- 
ing to deploy considerable forces on the 
Une Nordenburs-GoMap.

Strategie Railroads Effective. 

Allenste:n and Ortelsburg are both junc- 
tions on the strategic railways of East 
Prussia. These railways were not built 
for commercial purposes. Note how they 
skirt the Russo-German frontier about 
fifteen miles back, but how seldom they 
cross it or come to the boundary. When 
war was declared Germany sent only 
about 150,000 men to the east to hold the 
Russians while their main army went 
west to crush France. 

The grand strategy of the German cam- 
paign was to crash through Belgium, 
turn the French fortresses on the Franco- 
German frontier, and thrust the sword of 
Germany no matter how bloody into 
Paris, the heart of France: then, if nec- 
essary, entrain the victorious army for 
the Russian front and stem the expected 
invasion. 


Seek to Bluff Russians.

DEAD SCATTERED 
ABOUT THE ROADS 
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As Germans Fall Back, Des- 
Olation of Country Be- 
yond Marne Is Revealed.

ORLEANS, Sept. :18.—{ Delayed. )—The 
timely guns of our garrison artillery at 
Meaux a week ago today overturned the 
German ight wing, and there the allies, 
enthusiastically putting all their weight 
against a yielding enemy, made no mis- 
take about it, but compelled the kaiser’s 
troops to gather momentum along the 
backward road to Berlin.

Shows What War Is. 

The country beyond the Marne over 
which the German host has passed is 
worth a visit. if only to show what war is. 
The farmhouses are blackened by shells. 
the haystacks masses of smoking carbon; 
the roads are zigzagged with trenches 
and broken by the great wheels tha 
have passed, and their hollows are filled 
with rain. Shell fre has smashed trees 
and blown deep holes in the fields. 

Long processions of motor cars and 
wagons, anything on wheels, pass contin- 
ually south, bringing loads of shattered 
men. Wearer the firing line one comes 
upon villages where the walls of the 
houses have collapsed into the streets. 
and piles of wrecked furniture, agricul- 
tural implements, and farm carts show 
where the barricades and mitrallleuses 
were. 

Bodies of Riflemen. 

Cottages have mattresses half filling 
the window spaces. There riflemen made 
a stand. In attitudes of dreadful and | 
pitifukiast collapses they lie spread- 
eagied on the road on their backs or git 
ace inst walls to which they had crawled 
in agony, etaring with awful eyes at 
nothing on the ground, 

Dead horses are everywhere, and 80 
are their abandoned but living feflows, 
standing . motionless with shocking 
wounds waiting for the end. Everything 
is wet with rain, but the puddles are 
thick and discolored, 

All the towns south of the line of 
battle have been converted into hospital 
bases. At Orleans I was informed that 
for five days 7,000 wounded passed 
through daily. 


Give Germans Precedence. 

I should like to say that here, as 1 de- 
lieve ig the case elsewhere, the French 
give the wounded Germans first and spe- 
cial attention. ‘There is no hatred of the 
foe shown dy any of the allied forces, ex- 
cepting, it is necessary to add, by the 
Turcos.

Avenge the Pathfinder. 

The Scoteman today states that the Ger- 
man submarine which sank the British 
cruiser Pathfinder has itself ben sunk. 
On Wednesday last, according to the ac- 
count, a part of the British fleet on the 
tookout for German submarines became 
aware of the near presence of one. The 
British vessels divided when the subma- 
rine appeared with only its periscope 
showing.

Paris Paper Pays High Tribute to 
American Women Who Risked 
Lives to Stay and Aid Red Cross. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.]) 
PARIS, Sept. 15.—In the account today 
by Guerre Sociale of the admirable work 
being done by Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, 
Mre. Herman Harjes, and other social 
leaders of the American colony, the de- 
tails are related of a visit paid last Sun- 
day to the Pasteur High school, where 
the American Red Cross hospitai activi- 
ties have their headquarters, by Gen.

Now his family, 
five children, all of them under 7 years, 
are entirely dependent on us. 

“It was a relief when the husband was 
taken from the home, but of course that 
only complicated matters. Her children 
made Mrs. E. a prisoner at home, and

After she couldn't pay her relatives 
the money they had loaned her, they 
quarreled, and now they refuse to have 
anything to do with her.

—Insurgent Democrats wen a victory over 
Majority Leader Underwood and the ad- 
ministration today when they forced the 
ebandonment of the proposition to place 
a 3 per cent tax on all freight charges 
for emergency revenue purposes. 

Following a conference wkh President 
Wilson and Senator Simm ne of North 
Carolina this afternoon Mr: Underwood 
went before the Democratic caucys of the 
house tonight and withdrew hig scheme. 


Republican Senators Against yf. 

Republicans in the senate, however. 
seized upon the war revenue tax m¢ re 
this morning as the vital enue fn the 
coming congressional campaign{ At a 
caucus attended by all the Republican 
senators in Washington it was deter- 
mined to obstruct the passage ofany tax- 
ation measure during the present session, 
on the theory that it is not needed if there 
ig any economy in expenditures. 

Subject to further change, the tax bill. 
as it will be introduced in the house as 
a result of the caucus action tonight, will 
provide for an increase of 50 cents in the 
beer tax, 12 cents a gallon on domestic 
dry wines, 20 cents a gallon on domestic 
sweet wines, 2 cents a gallon on gasoline, 
and the reénactment of schedule A of the 
Spanish-American war stamp tax. Sched- 
ule A provides for the taxation of com- 
mercial instruments. No taxes will be 
levied on whisky or proprietary medi- 
cines. 


Senators Defeat Underwood. 

Majority Leader Underwood was forced 
to back water by his followers in the 
house. The leader's capitulation came, 
however, only after he learned that a tax 
on freight never could get through the 
senate. 

Senator Simmons today polled the Dem- 
ocratic membership of the finance com- 
mittee and found it unalterably opposed 
to the freight tax. The senator then 
polled the entire Democratic member- 
ship of the senate. He found no sup- 
potters for the freight tex in the body. 
He so informed President Wilson and 
Mr. Underwood at their conference this 
afternoon. The president then suggested 
that the freight tex be abandoned, and 
Mr. Underwood agreed. 

The poll of the senate, however, demon- 
strated that the Democrats there are as 
much .divided over the whole subject of 
taxation as in the house. 


Underwood Takes the Blame. 

At the house caucus tonight Mr. Under- 
‘wood addressed his colleagues, sayirg 
that he and not President Wilson was 
responsible for the freight tax. 
che Democrats still regard the situa- 
tion as a critical one. In view of the 
action of the senate Republice ns today, if 
there is any defection in the party at ail, 
the war revenue measure will either be 
beaten or abandoned.

Minister Pezet invited Chicago, as the 
head of a great manufacturing sectios 
of the United States, to establish banks 
in weew .untry, send representativesthere 
who would take time to seil his people 
goods, fill the orders properly, and seize

Want Americans in South. 

We want you Americans in South 
America,“ he said. We like your men 
They heave high als and will aid us. 
The United States in our estimation is 
the greatest of world powers in commerce 
and in ideals. The United States stands 
more for the ideals of peace than any 
other nation in the world. 

“The United States can be a great 
power to help our nations in the south. 
James G. Blaine was the pioneer in aid- 
ing the South American nations and no 
doubt if he had lived England and Ger- 
many would not be supplying our nations 
with goods now. He extended to us the 
helping hand. He planned reciprocity 
treaties to develop trade and planned the 
first Pan-gmerican congress. 


How Trade Has Grown. 

“ Notwithstanding the little attention 
that has been paid to it, our trade with 
the United States has developed from 
$600,000 in 1897 to $18,000,000 now. Still 
that is a small percentage of the $78,000, - 
000 trade of Peru. 

“Other nations, by adopting proper 
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salesmanship tactics and by buying our 
raw materials, have taken the largest 
part of our business, but, with the excep- 
tion of England, that has all been stopped 
by the war. The same is true of other 
South American countries whose pur- 
chasing power is much greater than ours. 

Tou must remember that we sell 
goods. Our purchasing power depends 
largely on what we are able to sell to you. 
These countries bought our raw materials 
and we spent the money on their markets 
for the manufactured products. 


Must Use Raw Stuffs. 

“Can you use our raw matcrials in 
your factories? Can you buy our natural 
products which we have been selling to 
Europe? 

Dur contract must be a vou and we 
arrangement. You can't sell us every- 
thing we buy if you do not buy from us 
what we have to sell. It is a question of 
exchange for mutual convenience and I 
suggest that you study our countries. 
There are twenty different nationalities 
in our half of the hemisphere and each 
has different needs and different condi- 
tions. 

Send men to our countries in whom 
you have confidence and give them time 
to study the countries. Let them go into 
the shops and see what the people are 
buying. You can’t send a man who can't 
speak our language, with a sample case, 
and a month’s time to do the twenty na- 
tions, and expect him to sell anything. 


Pat Us on the Back. 

“I must admit that we are what you 
call procrastinators. We say we want 
your goods but What's the hurry? Can't 
we buy them tomorrow?’ Pat us on the 


back and tell us that we are nice.

It is on direct railway lines to the 
gulf, and the Panama canal has brought 
us much closer to you. 


Want Chicago Bank Branches. 

“Tt is as big a financial center as New 
York or Boston and I would like to see 
a branch of a Chicago bank in Lima. It 
wouldn’t take much capital and would 
afford a medium for our exchange. The 
opportunity is there and we like you.. The 
people of South America always have 
liked the people of the United States and 
favor your goods—if you'll only take time 
to sell.them to us.”

Dull Trade Lessens Demand. 

Again, there is the unchanging fact 
that dull business means lessened de- 
mand and a consequent piling up of Idle 
funds and credit at the banks. Nothing 
abrogates this universal law except dis- 
turbamce of public sentiment, and at this 
time the disturbance has about passed. 

Chicago national banks issued yester- 
day statements of their condition show- 
ing that they held in cash resources on 
Sept. 12, 8186, 180,404, being $2,196,222 
more of such resources than they had 
on June 30. They have passed through 
the money panic and emerged actually 
stronger than when they entered it. Their 
deposits have fallen away over $24,000,000, 
or 8.82 per cent, but they have increased 
their loans nearly $9,000,000. The state 
banks will make as favorable exhibit as 
the national inetitutions, 

Much of the change im sentiment re- 
ferred to is due to the course the Euro- 
pean war has taken in the last fortnight. 
A reversal of that situation would op- 
erate to check but not stop the definite | 
trend toward easier money and resto. a- 
tion of confidence in this country.

The essence of the 
Beaufort is cobperation between the munici- 
pality | local chamber of commerce or other 
central industrial and business organization. 
In Beaufort the secretary of the chamber of com- 
merce has been made city supervisor. He ‘gives 
| half of bis time to the city for half pay. This 
--—s ggrangerient means closer codperation between the 
des of affairs and the officials. It means saving 
in various directions as well as the application of 
business methods to the municipal offices. Already 
some noteworthy reforms and constructive innova- 
tions have been introduced in Beaufort. The town 
hall is not a mere hotbed of spoils politics, but a 
center of well directed activity along civic and 
business lines. 
Here is a plan that should commend itself to 
thrifty communities and even to rid communities 
weary of cheap and unfit politicians. 


“NOT INDULGED IN.“ 

Tun Trisuns has commented already on the 

gratifying slump in the bomb dropping part of the 

war business. The official statement of the British 
war office says that “bomb dropping has not been 
indulged in to any great extent” by the aviators 
of the expeditionary force. No moral or sentimen- 
tal objections to such warfare are hinted at, but 
_ the practical view is expressed that the collection 
of information is the main object of the military 
air craft. 

It is apparent that the French, Russian, and Bel- 
of gian armies have, like the British, refrained from 
domb-throwing on any considerable scale. The orig - 
mal motives. probably were not humanitarian, but 
} ‘the chances are that the outcry of the neutral world 
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dropping by airmen. The latter, by the way, should 
‘hemselves, at the proper time, revolt against the 
miserable and cowardly practice. They have more 
useful and more manly duties to discharge in war. 


NATIONS AND WARS. 

Dr. Bernhard Dernburg’s statement of the Ger- 
man case excites sympathetic understanding be- 
cause it is moderate and balanced. Dr. Dernpurg 
was secretary of state for the colonies and is now 
in America. He is not concerned with “ penfidious 
Albion” beenuse he knows Great Britain met its 
destiny even as Germany faced its own. Reference 
to “ perfidious Albion” can arouse only the con- 
tempt of the neutral. Germany knew what Great 
Britain's alliances were and for what purpose they 
were made. 

The only nations which might have accused Great 
Britain of perfidy were France and Belgium if the 
British had not come to their assistance. Let Bel- 
gian neutrality be accepted as a pretext for the 
LBritish. The cause lay deeper, admittedly, but 
Belgian integrity is a vital asset of the British 
empire and toward France there was a positive 
material and moral obligation, The French fleet 
was in the Mediterranean because British diplo- 
macy sent it there, and if British diplomacy had 
been ‘recreant to that obligation British honor 
would have been a thing of no consequence for a 
hundred years. It's an inflamed German who talks 
of “perfidious Albion.” Under what obligations 
was Great Britain to Germany and how could it 
be perfidious where no obligation existed? One 
would conclude that the British had been the allies 
of the Germans and had taken the other side. 

Dernburg makes no such mistake. He makes 
several, but they are not of this character. One 
error is to excuse the war party in Germany—con- 
veniently, but erroneously, the kaiser—because the 
bundesrath authorized the war and the reichstag 
made appropriations therefor. 

This error opens upon the whole fallacy of a demo- 
cratically declared war. In the case of Germany it 


say that the council of the empire declared it and 
that the popular assembly voted the money for it. 

It is one of the faults of our own system that the 
popular assembly of the people may have issues 
presented to it in such shape that there is only one 
decision possible and that predetermined. 

Our case with Mexico ig one in point. President 
Wilson was patiently pacific, but the whole matter 
was in his hands. When it came to the question 
of the occupation of Vera Cruz the only thing the 
representative government could do was to consent 
and pass measures needed therefor. Even the polit- 
ical enemies of the president could not object. 
Diplomacy is autocratic. It is so even in a demo- 
cratic country. It is not popular in the slightest 
sense. It may be wise or unwise, patriotic or 
selfish, practical or impractical, but it never de- 
pends upon the consent of the people, who in the 
end have to make it good. 

In our Own case with Mexico there never was a 
time when the question of war or peace rested with 
the people. It rested with the administration and, 
if war had come, Democrats, Republicans, and Pro- 
gressives in congress would have voted the appro- 
priations and the consent necessary. They would 
have had nothing else to do. Whatever policy the 
administration adopted, that was the policy they 
would have had to accept as a guide. There might 
be exceptions, but they need not be considered. 

If this was the case in the United States, how 
much more was it the case in Germany? It was 
the case in republican France and the case in demo- 
cratic Great Britain, just as it was the case in 
autocratic Russia. And it is wholly aside from the 
point to say that the war is being fought by all the 
people. The question is: Was it made by the 
people? It was not. When their emotions are 
aroused.they will fight and fight without complaint, 
with enthusigsm and whole-hearted loyalty but they 
did not make it. 

It is of no avail to say or to try to prove that 
this is a people's war. It is not. It does not matter 
what consents were granted or what appropriations 
made. The issue was determined before the auto 
cratic bundesrath or the democratic reichstag had 
anything to say about it. 

When an administration can present to an assem- 
bly only the question of saving the national honor 
it offers no alternative. We do not pretend to offer 
a formula for the democratization of diplomacy, but 
it is apparent that until it has been democratized 
a nation will accept but notetiike war. 


A MORATORIUM FOR HOME RULE. 

It will be recalled that when, several days ago, 
Premier Asquith announced in the British commons 
the revival of the Irish home rule measure a storm 
of protests and threats broke out in the ranks of 
the opposition that, for all purposes of war and 
defense, had ceased to be an opposition. But what 
was the government to do? T) drop the bill indefi- 
nitely was to lose the benefits of the parliament or 
anti-veto act and the work of two years or mors: 
the Irish and the friends of the home rule bill would 
never have sanctioned that course. | 

It now appears that a sort of moratorium-is to 
be applied to home rule and other highly conten- 
tious or partisan legislation. A strong Unionist jour- 
nal pointed out this alternative, and it seems to have 
been adopted. The bills are to be taken up and 
passed, but companion bills will be passed with them 
postponing their operation for a year in any event— 
or until after the restoration of peace. This will 
save the parliament act and ell the work done on 
the bills without endangering national concord and 
unity at a critical period. The Ulster bridge will 
not have to be crossed for some time, and when it 
is reached sentiment may be so changed as to render 
the crossing comparatively easy. Side-by-side fight- 
ing by Orangemen and Nationalists of a common 
enemy is likely to remove obstacles that politicians 
and orators deemed almost insurmountable.

If neglected and 
not removed in ite earliest stage, it is 
practically invariably fatal. The para- 
mount importance of its’early recogni- 
tion and early removal is, therefore, evi- 
dent. 
For this purpose the assistance both 
of the public and the medical profession 
is requisite, and a grave responsibility 
rests on both. It is only by their mutual 
codperation that the ravages of this ter- 
rible disease can be lessened. The fol- 
lowing information should “be of vital 
assistance to the public. It is no exag- 
geration to say that, if acted upon, the 
result would be the saving annually of 
many hundreds of lives which at pres- 
ent are inevitably lost: 


: > 
“1. Cancer, tn ite early and curable 
stage, gives rise to no pain or symp- 
toms of ill health whatever. 

2. Nevertheless, in its commonest sit- 
uations, the signs of it in its early stage 
are conspicuously manifest. To witness: 
“3. In case of amy swelling occurring in 
the breast of a woman after 40 years of 
age, a medical man should at once be 
consulted. A large proportion of such 
swellings are cancer. 

“4. Any bleeding, however trivial, oc- 
curring after the change of life means 
almost invariably cancer, and cancer 
which is then curable. If neglected till 
pain occurs, it means cancer which is al- 
most always incurable. 

“5. Any irregular bleeding occurring at 
change of life should invariably be sub- 
mitted to a doctor’s investigation.

CONDITION OF ACIDOSIS. 

C. P. writes: What is meant by hyacet- 

ones and diacetic acid in the urine?’ 
REPLY. 

The presence of these substances and their 
amounts can de determined by an analysis of 
the urine. When they are present or either of 
them is present, in the urine we say that a 
condition of acidosis exists. When the build- 
ing up of tissue and the burning up of food 
goes wrong in certain ways, the result is a 
condition known as acidosis, in which these 
acids appear in the urine. 

From the practical standpoint diabetes and 
Bright’s disease are the two diseases in which 
we know most about acidosts. For example, 
when a person develops acidosis he is in danger 
of diabetic coma.

NRIVALED is the opportunity

It was her absolute refusal to dispense 
with his services as lord in waiting that 
led to the inauguration of the present 
system, whereby one lord in waiting re- 
mains permanently attached to the serv- 
ice of his sovereign, instead of changing 
with the cabinet.

Lord Torrington’s ancestral home, Yotes 
court, near Maidstone in Kent, is a beau- 
tiful place, surrounded by some of ths 
grandest trees in the country, the house 
being filled with many family relics, in- 
cluding the cabin chair in which the 
unfortunate Admiral John Byng, fourth 
son of the first Viscount Torrington, was 
shot in 1787, after being sentenced to 
death by court martial.

RAP PARTISAN FIGHT 


Mrs. Medill McCormick, chairman of 
the congressional committee of the Na- 
tional American Woman's Suffrage as- 
sociation, sent a letter yesterday to the 
candidates in Illinois for United States 
senator, asking them how they stand on 
the suffrage question. 

It Was intimated that the answers of 
the men will be used as campaign mate- 
rial against them if the replies are not 
as the committee would like to. have 
them. The letter also takes occasion to 
say it is not in sympathy with any 
Partisan attack on senatorial candidates. 
The national officials claim that the 
Congressional Union for Woman Suf- 
frage, which began a campaign yester- 
day against the Democratic party, has 
made the issue a partisan one. 


Here Is the Letter. 

The letter, sent to Roger Sullivan, 
Democratic candidate; Raymond Robins, 
Progressive candidate; Lawrence T. 
Sherman, Republican: candidate, and 
Adolph Germer, Socialist candidate, is 
as follows: 

“As the candidate of the Democratic 
lor other] party for the United States 
senate, your position upon the subject of 
woman suffrage has, as you are doubt- 
less aware, a practical interest for the 
men and women voters of the state. 

While the women of Illinois already 
enjoy a large measure of suffrage, they 
are naturally interested’ in securing ulti- 
mately the full right to vote and they 
are likewige interested, as we have rea- 
gon to believe, in ite extension to the 
women of other states whose legislatures 
have been more backward than that of 
Illinois. 

“To bring this about the National 
American Woman Suffrage association 
has been striving for many years to se- 
cure federal legislation which would 
make possible the submission to the peo- 
ple of a constitutional amendment grant- 
ing to the women of the entire country the 
right to vote.

„The campaign for such legislation has 
made woman suffrage a live issue in 
congress during the last few years, 80 
much so that the United States senate, 
for which you are a candidate, has ap- 
pointed a regular standing committee on 
woman suffrage to consider proposed 
legislation bearing upon that subject. In 
the house of representatives the issue 
has been up for consideration a number 
of times. 

“We recite this in explanation of our 
irterest in your candiceacy. The Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation, as you know, embraces women 
cf all political faiths and is—and must al- 
ways be—a strictly nonpartisan body. 
It feels compelled to dissociate itself 
from all who would attempt, under what- 
ever excuse, to make woman suffrage a 
partisan issue. We cannot make this too 


clear. 


Members Expect Data. 

“ But our members do expect us, how- 
ever, to lay before the country whatever 
information we can secure regarding the 
position of individual. legislators upon 
the issue of woman suffrage as shown by 
their pledges or their actual records. 
That ‘ pitiless publicity,’ which the presi- 
dent of the United States has made a 
household word, is our strongest as well 
as our most appropriate method for the 
advancement of our cause.

The Pepper Season. 


HB less food, the more flavor, has 
been a not infrequent development 
among people of scanty resources. 
Flavors may be obtained in very 
simple and Inexpensive ways, even 

those of the finest type, since in many 

cases these are obtained by preservatior 
rather than by addition. 

There are a few vegetables which are 

used far more for flavoring, or perhaps 

it is more accarate to say for seasoning. 
than for their own proper selves, even 
among people who use them most. The 
tomato and onion are such vegetables. 

These are both quite equal to being used 

alone, but there is another vegetable of 

which this is not true, although people 
persist in trying to make it so. 

4 — 

This is the pepper, now in the height of 
its season from the market standpoint, 
since it is less expensive now than at 
any other time of the year. But whether 
we get sweet green, sweet red, the chili 
or the yet smaller peppers, the best 
thing we can do with these is to use 
them for seasoning or for small relishes. 
They are not meaty enough of themselves 
make a graciously abundant dish, and 

when they are stuffed what they 
do is to season what is cooked in them. 

So cooked they are next to nothing as 


soft and savory, as it very often is not.

This skin is 80 com- 
pact that you may boil Chill peppers in 
plain water for a long time and this wa- 
ter will not be in the slightest degree 
peppery, although the raw meaty part 
is very much 80. 

The best way to buy Chili peppers is 
by the basket rather than by the dozen. 
Though the baskets look small, they will 
hold from five to eight dozen, enough for 
a year’s use unless you are a Mexican, 
and you may get a basket for 15, 10, or 
even 5 cents. 

The Mexican and Spanish meat dishes, 
so hot with pepper, are mostly stews 
to which much pepper is added, of they 
have for their foundation a gravy made 
by cooking a chopped onion or two in fat, 
then adding to it tomato and pepper, Chili 
or pounded Chili, browning sometimes a 
little flour with the whole, adding boiling 
water or meat stock and serving this 
over meat or cooking the meat in it.

The combination of onion, tomato and 
pepper has scores of variations. A pepper 
sauce to be served cold is made by 
chopping together an equal number each 
of onions, tomatoes and green peppers, 
then stewing these in water to cover until 
they are perfectly soft, adding salt to 
taste. This sauce may be served cold 
with any meat. 

It is more common to fry these ingre- 
dients gently together, using any propor- 
tion to suit, and then to serve them hot 
like any vegetable in arelish portion. Or 
vegetable marrow or squash of the same 
watery type or even large cucumbers 
may be fried with them to make such a 
mixture such as the Italians, and almost 
everybody else like, especially if fried

TRAIL LEADS TO SICILY. 


Had you seen Frank Ferena 45 years 
old and a bit stooped under the burden 
of his great basket, you would have per- 
haps passed him as a typical lemon 
peddier, and if perchance you had given 
him heed at all it would have been with 
a touch of compassion for his pparent 
uncomplamintg meekness of demeanor. 

That was Frank Ferena by day. Frank 
the peddler.

Under the head of the dead man’s bed 
Lieut. Fred Holzer’s squad found the in- 
evitabfe “sawed off” shotgun, loaded 
with slugs and heavy shot, a revolver, a 
stiletto, and a store of powder and lead. 

Detectives recalled that Ferena had

Repeal of Eugenics Law Demanded 
—Karel Men Control the Con- 
vention. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 15.—The aid of 
Wisconsin Democrats to reélect Presi- 
dent Wilson was pledged in the resolu- 
tiens adopted in their platform conven- 
tion tonight, and the present adminis- 
tration was warmly indorsed. 

The forces of John Karel of Milwaukee, 

nominee for governor, were in complete 
control of the convention, although the 
supporters of John A. Aylward were 
given representation on the state and 
platform committees. 
Abolition of the eugenics law was de- 
manded, as was the repeal of the second 
provision of the primary election law. 
Other planks adopted opposed state life 
insurance, favored the removal of the 
state university from politics, and urged 
the abolition of a state board of public 
affairs. 

The convention also expressed disap- 
proval of the pending constitutional 
amendment for the initiative, referen- 
dum, and recall. 

The control of the Republican conven- 
tion was in the hands of the conserva- 
tive faction, led by Emmanuel L. Philipp, 
nominee for governor, and the new state 
central committee will be conservative. 
The resolutions committee, however, is 
progressive. Its report will be made to- 
morrow morning.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 15.—Twenty-seven 
persons were drowned early today when 
St. Loulg and San Francisco west bound 
passenger train No. 5, St. Louis to Texas, 
plunged into a cloudburst two miles west 
of. Lebanon, Mo., and two passenger cars 
toppled into a deep gully swollen with 
water. 

Fifteen of the dead have been identified. 
Eighteen persons were injured, but none 
of them was hurt seriously. Ninety-nine 
persons, including the train crew, were

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MINERS ACCEPT 


Union Officials Agree to 
President's Terms on 
Colorado Strike. 


| Pur UP TO WORKERS. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 15.~—The propo- 
sition of President ‘Wilson for the settie- 
ment of the coal mine strike in Colorado 
was accepted by the officials of the United 
Mine Workers of America in a letter sent 
to the president and made public today. 
The acceptance, however, is subject to 
the approval of the Colorado miners. The 
letter, in part, follows: 

“A direct working agreement entered 
into in a friendly spirit makes for abiding 
permanent industrial peace.
